Kruse. “My own pro-life attitudes steered 
me in his direction and away from 
Dukakis.”” 

Senior Marty Roddy rebutted, ‘I think 
Dukakis’ programs are designed more for 
the majority of the American people.” 

Whether students have decided on a 
candidate or not, one organization is hop- 
ing to encourage students to make their 
vote count'this November by holding na- 
tional registration drives. ‘‘The issues that 
will be resolved this Election Day will affect 
students for years to come,” said 
Catherine Crane, director of the National 
Student Campaign for Voter Registration 
(NSCVR). 

In coordination with the National Student 
Conference on Voter Participation, which 
took place last week at the University of the 
District of Columbia, campus organizations 
around the country will hold registration 
drives within the next two weeks to prepare 
students for the election. Clarke students 
will again have the chance to register to 
vote during peace and justice week. 

Since the election race between Bush 
and Dukakis seems to be a statistical dead 
heat, according to recent polls, NSCVR 
wants to help students make the difference 
in November. 

Issues such as environmental destruc- 
tion, the arms race, AIDS policies, capital 
punishment, foreign policy, abortion and 
economic opportunity top the list of 
students’ concerns for this election. ‘I 
haven't heard enough from the candidates 
to really know how they feel on all the 
issues,” said freshman Dennis Welu. 

Although voter apathy can be seen 
among all age groups, young people usual- 
ly are the most disinterested, according to 
results from past elections. In 1984 only 40 
percent of America’s young people voted; 
while only half of the 27 million eligible 18- 
to 24-year-olds bothered to register. ‘I think 
students have a moral responsibility to vote 
in any election,” said sophomore Tammy 
Tucker. 

One recent poll in Newsweek magazine 
showed Dukakis with a slight edge over 
Bush among student voters. Earlier in the 
year, Dukakis led by as much as 35 per- 
cent. However, experts now expect Bush 
to remain close or recapture student sup- 
port in November. ‘‘Students should voice 
their opinions,’ said freshman Connie 
Hickey. ‘‘After all, we are the future of this 
country.”” 

Students can obtain an absentee ballot 
from their home town by writing a letter of 
request to their city’s clerk if they will not 
be home to go to the polls Nov. 8.

The Clarke College theater department 
will open its 1988-89 season with “Equus,” 
a startling piece by Peter Shaffer. 

Carol Blitgen, BVM, chair of the drama 
department and ‘‘Equus”’ director, says, 
‘“Equus’ presents a great challenge for 
directors, actors and designers. It’s a highly 
emotional piece, but we’re surrounded by 
a capable bunch.”’ 

Tim Porter, associate professor of the 
drama department, will play the lead as 
Martin Dysart, a psychiatrist who is con- 
fronted with Alan Strang, played by 
freshman Jason Oates. 

As a newcomer to the department and 
having a leading role, Oates said, ‘“‘It’s ex- 
citing but also scary, because people don’t 
think freshmen can do as well.”’ 

Psychology department chair Hank 
Goldstein and senior Bridget Garvin will 
play Frank and Dora Strang, the parents 
of estranged Alan Strang. 

The horses will be represented by 
Michael Bisping, Jim Davis, Mark Colbert 
and Katie McHugh, all led by Horseman, 
Michael Shaffer. 

Lisa Blouin will play the role of Jill 
Mason, who introduces Alan to the stables 
where he commits his hideous crime, 
which sends him into a psychological 
tailspin. 

Kevin Madden plays the stable owner, 
Harry Dalton, who wants to have Strang im- 
prisoned for life. But thanks to his lawyer 
Hesther Salomon (played by Maureen S. 
Bradley), Alan is placed in Dysart’s care to 
be freed of his psychological pain. 

Set and costumes are in the hands of 





New York costume designer, Nancy 
Konrardy and Clarke’s set and lighting 
designer, Ellen Gabrielleschi. 

Konrardy says she has designed the 
horse heads in keeping with the abstrac- 
tion of the piece. ‘‘The horses, by the 
nature of the script, are surreal abstractions 
of a real horse,”’ said Konrardy. 


The heads are made of copper and ex- 
tend about two feet above the actors’ 
heads. As to why she picked copper, 
Konrardy says, ‘“‘When | think of horses | 
think of shades of brown and copper; they 
relate to that color palette. The horse heads 
in the Broadway version of ‘Equus’ were 
made out of silver, and | don’t see how 
silver relates to horses.” 


As for the horses in ‘‘Equus,” Porter 
said, ‘‘They are simply a worship 
substitute. The horse is really insignificant; 
it could have been a bicycle. One of 
Dysart’s lines, | think, says it very simply, 
‘Without worship you shrink; it’s as simple 
as that.’” 


When asked about the audience’s ex- 
pectations, Porter said, ‘‘This is not a show 
for those looking for an evening of fun. It’s 
a show for those looking for an evening of 
thought; it demands the audience’s full at- 
tention.” 


Blitgen refers to the piece as being a 
“double whamee. It hits you in the heart 
as well as the head,” she said. ‘‘In the end, 
there is something powerful to be reveal- 
ed.” 

Production dates for ‘‘Equus’’ are Oct. 
6-9 in Terence Donoghoe Hall. Curtain is 
at 8 p.m.
